XKW ORLEANS, Lji.. January 4- — The racegoers 

of New Orleans have stood the acid test and were 
not found wanting. Tliey have flocked in un- 
usually large numbers to the Fair Grounds since 
the o|»< ning of the meeting there on January 1. 
despite the inconvenieiH-c of a temporary grand- 
stand. which, while none too comfortable, has 
served its punmse well, and that there is any 
shelter at all for the racing patrons at the famous 
old course reflects great credit on the business 
Men’s Racing Association. 

The Fair Grounds lias been titled the "Saratoga 
of tile South.” and the title has not been misap- 
plied. judging from the good horses in the fields 
which have gone to the pest hero. It seems the 
owners of the hotter class of horses have all been 
lying in wait for this meeting to begin, and all 
have their best thoroughbreds ready to run the 
race of their lives. I'nlike in previous years, 
owners and trainers are not waiting for stake races, 
bat they arc sending their good racers to tile post 
daily and “making hay while the sun shines.” 

One of tile most pleasing features of the present 
meeting at the Fair Grounds is the return of the 
iwo-yeur-ohl races. The “baby” races always 
arouse keen interest, and as a rule they provide 
good contests. Some youngsters of excellent breed- 
ing are ijuartered at the local track, and it would 
not lie surprising if a few stars were developed 
bet ween , nov. and March k .The owners of. the Iwo- 

■■•I'.-i.i- are nvefly anxious to nm them, ‘and they 
age being given plenty of opportunities, us racing 
secretary Joe McLennan gives them on an average 
of one race daily iu his program books. 

With the change in the scene of racing from Jef- 
fersoa I’ark to tin- Fair Grounds has come an in- 
crease in the number of oraiizers on tbe firing 
line and husiness in this respect has picked up 
considerably. Several of the best-known layers, 
who operated extensively in the east during the 

past summer and fall, have cut in at the Fair 

Grounds and more are expected to follow suit liefore 
the meeting gets much farther under way. Prac- 
tically ail of tlic laying gentry quit loser on the 
Jefferson Park meeting, hut tliey have a long 
season in which to recuperate their losses at the 
Fair Grounds. 

The J. (I. Talbott stable that S. A. Cloptou 

trains, which finished far in the lead in the list 

of money- winning owners at Jefferson Park, bids 
fair to land among the leaders at the Fair 
Grounds meeting. The stable started off on the 
<>l>eiiing day by winning a purse with 1'nder Fire, 
and with the help of jockey Frank Robinson, wlio 
will do The stable’s riding, it cannot lint prove to 
be a formidable factor in the decision of the purses 
at the Fair Grounds. Tlic stable is well equipped, 
having no fewer than twenty-four good horses, includ- 
ing a half dozen promising two-year-olds. Included 
in the stable in the older division that are bound 
to give a good account of themselves are learns. 
Saint’s Bridge. Happy Go Lucky, Sylvnno. Medusa. 
Say. l’ilsen. Cobalt. Plenty. Rookery. Agnes Iteoua. 
Wnnedo, Alonia. I'nder Fire. Sid C. Keener and 
Grouse. Andrew Miller’s good four-year-old Ticket 
is also included in the establishment, as is also 
Have Gideon’s Star Realm. 

WELL-BRED TWO- YEAR-OLDS.

The majority of them are 
two-ycar-olds. which will is- seen in action for the 
first time at the Fair Grounds meeting. A uum- 
lier of them are richly lired and highly regarded 
liy their owners. Tliey have shown in their training 
here that they will lie able to cope with the liest 
of tlic youngsters here. Among the best in tlio 
Chinn establishment are the following: Chestnut

Among the older horses in the Chinn stable are 
the three-year-olds Bronuer.

The stable of Jefferson Livingston, made famous 
at the Fair Grounds two years ago by. Colonel Ven- 
ule. which was the largest money-winning horse at 
that meeting, lias twenty horses in training here 
Ibis winter in charge of trainer Jack McCormick, 
liut even with that trainer’s skill the stable, as at 
present constituted, can hardly hope this year to 
duplicate its success in the year that Colonel Ven- 
ule was at Ihe height of his racing career. This is 
due to tlx- fact that the stalile at present contains 
lio reilly high-class racer and none of the prowess 
of Colonel Veutiie, whose last races prior to liis 
going wrong were witnessed on the Fair Grounds 
track. 

The Livingston estiildisl.iment at present comprises 
a useful hand of selling platers, many of which 
were seen in action last year on the Kentucky and 
eastern tracks. With tlic material at hand, how- 
ever. trainer McCormick is going to make a try 
for the purses Unit are being hung up at the Fair 
Grounds, and has already arranged for an active 
winter campaign. 

The stable is possessed of some promising two- 
.' ir-olds that are being developed under the watch - 
1 ill eare of William Covington at Douglas Park and. 
according to all reports, some of these youngsters 
are going to make turf history when tliey start 
their careers on the Kentucky tracks next spying. 
Mr. Livingston is due to arrive here shortly for his 
annual visit, when he will announce his plans for 
an extensive spring campaign. 

George Land, who is at present in charge of the 
homes owned by W. G. Johnson, will relinquish 
tin* horses and assume charge of those owned by 
F. J. Kelley, now being trained by T. L. Pierce. 
Tlic latter will take charge of the Kelley farm in 
Kentucky. 
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AMER ICAN TURF 

UNDER WAR-TIME CONDITIONS , PROSPERS DURING 
1918— LOSS OF CANADIAN AND MEXICAN 
RACING ACCOUNTABLE FOR DECREASE 
IN TOTAL MONEY DISTRIBUTION 



With a few exeeptions the tracks iu North America over which racing was conducted in 1918 re- 
turned an increased distribution of money among winning owners over that of 1917. Hut there was a 
falling off of $640,906 in total distribution. .This quite considerable decrease is easily accounted for in 
file fact that twenty-nine tracks in Cauda, the United States and Mexico which returned sums ranging 
from Tijuana’s $190,125 downward in 1917 werp idle iu 191S because of interdictions growing out of tbe 
stress of wartime conditions. The only first-class organizations in the United States which failed to 
give more money in 191S than in 1917 were the Latouia Jockey Club and the Maryland State Fair. This 
did not come through any default on the part of the officials of the enterprising racing clubs, but was a 
consequence of the curtailment of the La ton is and Laurel meetings last fall, enforced by the authorities 
to mitigate the ravages of the scourge of influenza prevalent the world over. Notwithstanding these 
drawbacks, racing in the United States was highly pros|ierouH am) returned owners $373,319 more than 
it did in 1917. The outlook is for a further increase iu 1919. when we may also reasonably expect a re- 
sumption of racing over the Canadian tracks, as well as at Tijuana and Juarez. 

Restrictions of racing to the tracks of the United States and Cuba iiad the natural effect of reducing 
tlic number of racing days and races run. as well as the output of money in stakes and purses. A com- 
parative statement of the three items since 1906 follows:

Kentucky and Louisiana 
as well as New York State, and it is ewtiinatisl 
that half a million dollars will scarcely cover tlie 
total amount of their contribution to tlie treasury. 
Racing at fairs is not subject to the tax.

Butcher Hoy scored in a canter in tlie second 
race, disposing of Prince Bouero. which set the 
pace from tlie start. 

Frances Crawford and Breeze, most fancied in tin- 
third. lin'd to la* contented with trailing home King 
Tuscan, tlie old King James gelding lending b.v a 
wide margin throughout. 

Avion won the fourth after withstanding a fast 
closing challenge from Lady Langden. which, after 
being cut off and forced hack, finished fast auJ 
gamely.

CHANGE IN SCALE OF WEIGHTS FOR AGE 



New Rule Proposed to Give Fall Two- Year-Olds 
More Pounds. 



NEW YORK. N. Y.. January 4. — A eliunge in 
the scale of weights for eastern racing lias been 
proposed by Mr. II. K. Knapp and Mr. F. Hitch- 
cock. stewards of the Jockey Club, the details of 
which will he recorded in tlie Racing Calendar for 
January. Before its adoption the proposed changes 
will have to be published twice iu the Calendar as 
the rules dictate, to give every memlier of the 
Jockey Club an opportunity to become well versed 
iu tin- proposed changes. It is believed action will 
be taken at a meeting of the Jockey Club metnl>ers 
at its February session. So far as can lie learned 
tlie alterations in tlie scale will affect two-year- 
olds chiefly in tlie fall season, when entered with 
older horses. Tlie scale proposed adds from six 
io eight pounds to the old scale. For many years 
the official luindicupper. Mr. \Y S. Vosburgh, lias 
advocated a revision of the scale of weights, but 
not until this year has In- had any encouragement 
from Jockey Club mem tiers. Then- is every reason 
to believe the new scale will lie adopted us out- 
lined. * -

HITCH IN KENTUCKY TRACK MERGER 

Charles F. Grainger Says Churchill Downs Is Not 
for Sale Under Any Circumstances. 

LOUISVILLE. Ky., January 4. — It looks tonight 
as if the deal for the Kentucky race tracks merger 
is. at least, temporarily blocked. Senator Combs came 
to Louisville from Islington at the request of P. 
J. Hanlon, who is said to have a small interest 
in Churchill Downs. This was sufficient to start 
a rumor that the close of negotiations was near at 
hand. It now develops, however, that Hanlon had 
been called into the case to help put the plan 
through because of his experience in merging large 
properties and that his conference with Combs was 
merely along this line. 

In a statement issued today Senator Johnson 
Camden announced that the whole matter was now- 
up to Charles F. Grainger, president of the New 
Louisville Jockey Club, and that Combs would deal 
with him. Later Mr. Grainger said that as far as 
Churchill Downs was concerned it was not for sale 
under any circumstances, and that lie did not ex- 
pect to see either Senator Combs or Camden, or 
discuss the matter with anyone. He also added 
that the Downs would continue in the future as it 
has in the past, which was equivalent to saying 
that it would not take over Douglas Park, which 
was wlint the syndicate desired. 

In speaking over the telephone from Cincinnati, 
manager John Hachmeist'er of Iaitonia and Dougins 
Park said that he had had no further conversation 
with any representatives of the syndicate, reports 
to the contrary notwithstanding, and had no idea 
of wlint it proposed doing in regard to the tracks 
under his direction. If the deal does not assume 
some definite form within Hie next two weeks he 
will leave for his home in Florida to spend the 
remainder of the whiter. 

FISHING AND HUNTING NOTES 

A wild cat is reported in the neighborhood of 
Cheviot. N. Y. 

\V. J. Morrell, professor of forestry of the 
Colorado Agricultural College, while recently sur- 
veying state lands on the east edge of North Park, 
rail into a herd of thirty bighorns. He declares 
that mountain sheep are rapidly Increasing in 
Colorado. 

A grouper shark, the largest ever taken so close 
to shore, was captured by Captain John Kassar a 
few days ago while fishing from the pier at Ava- 
lon. Cal., with a hand line. The shark, which 
weighed 283 isuinds, almost pulled the fisherman off 
tlie pier before assistance came. Then a rope was 
placed around the body of the shark and block 
and tackle did the rest. 

One of the largest brown trout caught in the 
country this season was hooked by Harry Ackley 
in the Mohawk River near Rome. N. Y., and 
weighed eight pounds and ten ounces. The fisli 
measured twenty-six inches in length and had n 
girtli of sixteen inches. A home-made buektail 
fly was the lure used. Mr. Ackley on the same fly 
in the same river caught a brown trout weighing 
six pounds and ten ounces. 

Beginning New Year’s day. New Jersey has a 
special twenty-day open season when pike and 
pickerel may tie caught. In fishing through the ice 
the day’s catch limit for each angler is ten fish. 
No one may fish with more than leu lines. Fishing 
is not |>ermitted between 9 o'clock in the evening 
and daylight the next morning. The legal length 
limit is twelve inches. It is against the law to 
use more than a single hook on a line. 

The winter thus far in the middle west has not 
been hard on the quails. There has been but one 
snowfall of any consequence and the temperature 
has not been low enough at any time to cause the 
birds any discomfort or to prevent them from 
obtaining a plentiful supply of food each day. If 
present conditions 'continue until the coming of 
spring weather, the birds will come through in 
fine shape and be in condition to begin their work 
of reproduction at an early date. — American Field. 

Eskimo dogs, it appears, ran travel forty-five 
miles in four hours, and there is record of seven 
miles in half an hour. Ordinary domestic dogs 
at full speed “run at the rate of thirty-three to 
forty-nine feet a second,” it is stated, though it 
is not quite clear what “ordinary domestic dogs” 
include. In a recent trial a foxhound is alleged to 
have covered four miles in six and one-half min- 
utes — a statement which is not credible. Grey- 
hounds are said to run from fifty-nine to seventy- 
five feet per second.

WILDFOWL SHOOTING SEASON ENDS 



Tuesday, the end of the year, also saw the 
closing of wildfowl shooting, under the federal 
regulations, in practically the whole north, except 
in those states that give additional protection and 
have already closed the season. 

December 31, under federal regulations, was the 
closing day for duck, goose, brant, coot, gallinules 
and Wilson or jacksnipe in New York State and the 
neighboring states of Maine, New Hampshire , Ver- 
mont. Massachusetts and Pennsylvania. 

Under the federal regulations the season for 
these game birds closes on January' 15 in Rhode 
Island and Connecticut, and on January 31 in New 
Jersey. Delaware ami on Long Island. 

Tuesday under the state law was also closing 
day oil Long Island for coot and gallinule, the 
Wilson or jacksnipe season having closed last 
mouth. 

December 31 was the closing day for upland game 
animals and birds on Long Island and in Rhode 
Island, the only two places in the middle and New 
England states where the season remains open for 
both animals and birds. The Rhode Island game 
includes rabbit, squirrel, quail, grouse ami intro- 
duced pheasants. The Long Island game includes 
rabbit, squirrel, quail and introduced pheasants. 

The rabbit is the only game that may be hunted 
now in New York. Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts and Connecticut. The season 
is already closed in New Jersey ami Pennsylvania. 
In New Hampshire. Vermont and Massachusetts the 
rabbit season lasts until February 28: in Connecticut 
until January 31: New York (up state) March 1, 
and in Maine March 31. 

The muskelliiuge season closed in New York on 
Tuesday, and also for fishing in Lake George for 
bullheads, pike, perch, pickerel and groil^ northern 
1'ike.

LONG RUN OF A TAGGED SALMON 



The bureau has received from John P. Babcock 
of the Fisheries Department of British Columbia 
record of the capture in the upper Fraser River of a 
sockeye bearing on its tail a button that bad been 
Inserted in the marking experiments oil Puget 
Sound, to which previous reference has been made. 

The fish, dip-netted by an Indian at Soda Creek 
Canyon. British Columbia, on August 16. had been 
taken at Village Point. Lunini island. Wash., on 
July 19. Soda Creek is approximately 400 miles 
from the mouth of the Fraser River, and Village 
Point is about seventy miles from tlie same place. 
Therefore, assuming that the fish moved by the 
most direct route, the average rate of travel was 
seventeen miles a day. 

Mr. Babcock, writing from Quesnel. British Co- 
lumbia. ou August 28, advises that all Indians in 
tliat section have been looking for button -bearing 
salmon, they having been furnished with copies of 
the circular describing the experiment. He liad 
learned of the capture by an Indian woman in 
Chimney Creek: forty miles below Soda (’reek, of a 
sockeye with a hole and a slit in the upper part 
of the tail, indicating where a button had been 
pulled out.

FAST WATER SMALL MOUTH 



Black Bass Fishing and the Craft of 
Doing It Well. , 



HnliltM ti mi Haunts uf a Denizen 
uf Waters Worth 
Seeking. 



A crafty fighter is the bass of fast water. Ye 
angler whose repertoire of bass fishing experiences 
does not include the taking of the stream sinall- 
111911th lias yet to feci the real thrill of battle and 
to see this prince of all game fish at his best. 
For be it known that the clear, rocky, white-water 
stream is the habitat de luxe of the bronze-back 
or small-mouthed black bass. And also that here, 
and iiere alone, does lie exhibit those ‘’inch for inch 
and pound for pound” tactics which have so en- 
deared him to tlie hearts of his most ardent ad- 
mirers. It is even true some claim for him this 
enviable reputation when taken from the cold, rock- 
hound shoreline of a northern lake, and we would 
not rob him of praise so justly merited. Nor do 
we hold him ill less esteem when we place the 
small-mouth in his native water to fight his battle 
for recognition. He is crafty — this bass of fast 
water. 

Stream fish are of necessity strong of fin, and 
the bass is no exception to the rule. The year in 
and year out battle with the current makes for 
strength, speed and endurance. Food comes and 
goes with such snddeness that a quick and rapid 
analysis is essential or the opportunity is lost. The 
lurking danger of attack breeds cunning, for no 
friendly weed beds offer a needed haven in times 
of stress. An attack in the open presents an oppor- 
tunity for retreat, but to be caught in a pocket 
means a fight to the finish. The bass of tlie 
stream receives no quarter and gives none. He is 
strong, be is fast, can endure; is keen, crafty and 
suspicious; yet. withal, lie is a fearless and unyield- 
ing fighter when his back is against the wall. 
Beat him at his own game and you have been 
a-fishiug. 

STREAMS FAVORED BY THE BASS. 

Not every stream Is a bass stream. There are 
certain essentials. We are too prone nowadays to 
look for conditions affecting tlie adult and the 
fingerling in determining tlie fitness of a hit of 
water to hold a supply of fish. These conditions 
must, of course, be favorable — that goes without 
saying. There must be proper food, proper tem- 
perature and freedom from silt, also proper cover; 
but a bass stream must have something more — it 
must have proiier breeding places, where spawning 
may take place to perpetuate the supply of finger- 
ling and adults. Stocking does well, but is a weari- 
some procedure at best where every fish taken out 
or lost through natural causes must be replaced by 
a fish from the hatchery. As mentioned before, not 
every stream is a bass stream, for the smnll -mouth 
is particular in regard to the nature and location 
of his spawning beds, and bass to be at tlieir best 
must be home-bred — inured to the vagaries of fast 
water and filled with the spirit of the rapids, the 
rich heritage of their clan. 

The angler who, would mix it with stream small- 
mouth and come out of the fray with anything 
akin to success must indeed be a student of the 
angle. No haphazard, slipshod methods will win 

results, for this bass is suspicion personified and 
is not often tempted to depart from his daily 
routine. lie seeks his food where he is accustomed 
to find it and not in some remote portion of the 
pool or eddy. His anger can be aroused only by 
encroachment upon his chosen lair or his natural 
feeding grounds. He will not often dispute another 
portion of the stream and 11s 11 result tlie great 
majority of anglers pass him by. vociferously pro- 
claiming that the east wind doth blow, while tlie 
careful angler nets his fish and proceeds joyously 
upon his way. 

It has been the writer’s privilege to angle for the 
small-mouth of the streams for many years and to 
study carefully his varying moods and fancies. Per- 
haps the telling of such an acquaintance may prove 
of interest; perchance some “fished out” stream 
may yield a goodly portion of success; and when 
the evening shadows dim the surface of the pool 
below the rapids, some angler.* homeward bound, 
may lie content; some dream will have come true. 

MISTAKES OF THE BEGINNER. 

Of paramount importance, if one would angle for 
the stream small-month, is a knowledge of where 
fish may be found in any given stretch of water. 
The beginner in the school of angling experience lias 
a rather strong idea that fish may be taken 'from 
most any water, provided it is deep enough and 
known to contain the object sought — bass. His is 
a rude awakening; for, whether it be lake or 
stream, bayou or beach, there are certain places 
where the fish will lie and again a much larger 
number of places that will yield the proverbial 
fisherman’s luck. The bed of a stream is a fish’s 
home, just as is the dwelling place of the genus 
Homo. Here he feeds, there retreats for a quiet 
hour, and again lie ventures forth where the water 
is clear and quiet to gambol 11ml play after the 
manner of bis kind. Here lie will take natural 
bait, there defend with all his might against the 
intrusion of a gaudy artificial, and here again re- 
fuse the most tempting morsel and fairy fly. Even 
the skilled flyman, clandestinely bending on a 
garden hackle, fails to entice him from his favor- 
ite spot. Fisherman’s luck, fisherman’s luck — 
Mis the fly in the angler's ointment. 

There is one time, at least, when the bass angler 
refuses to doff bis cap to “ye gentle trout 
fyslier.” and that is when in pursuit of the fast- 
water bass; and it is just such pursuit as this 
which tends to wean the bait-caster from his five- 
foot tool. Perchance, al first be graduates to a 
rod of six or six and one-half feet and becomes pro- 
ficient in the placement of the lightest spinner. 
But sooner or latec. this season or tlie next, he 
leans toward the fairy' wand and beconfhs a disciple 
of the art of fishing "fine and far off” for doln- 
mieu — the small-mouth. And who will say that he 
has not reached the highest degree of ichthyie 
craftsmanship. The opportunity for differences of 
opinion between trout and buss devotees 1ms passed, 
for they meet, upon common ground, employing the 
highest skill in the taking of two fish, each with 
a rei»ertoiro sufficient to class it as the grandest 
fish that swims. 

NOT EXCLUSIVELY A BAIT FISH. 

It is frequently urged th»t. the small-mouthed 
bass of tlie streams is a bait fish. This is largely 
due to the fact that he does not respond to the 
same tactics which are universally employed by the 
average fisherman in the taking of the big-mouth. 
There are many anglers successful in the taking of 
the large -mouthed bass who are still in the kinder- 
garten of bass-craft when it comes to mixing it 
with stream small-moutlis. They are, therefore, 
forced to resort to the bait method in order to 
bring home any bacon at all. It is such anglers as 
these, together with the local cane pole contingent, 
who are loud in their declaration that Hie stream 
small-mouth is a bait fish. Bless you. yes — a bait 
fish I So is the speckled brook trout! And the 
lake large-mouth! But no more a bait fish than 
either the trout or the big-mouth! Nor do we 
cast as]iersion upon such anglers because from 
necessity they make use of lining lures. We be- 
lieve in such a policy when other means fail. But 
we do resent the statement, in behalf of the small- 
mouth. that this prince of fast-water is primarily 
a bait fish, refusing the artificial presentation 
simply because tlie fisherman’s east happens to 
tie "funk.” We know the facts in tlie case to lie 
quite the contrary, for we were raised next door to 
a small -mouth stream, and have run the whole 
gamut of artificial fancies in tlieir taking. And 
when we need a bass for tlie pan we have a lure, 
well battered and frayed — victor in many a bronze- 
back battle — that we bend t- ‘lie line in preference 
to any live bait that ever graced an angler’s hook. 
’Tis not a secret, nor again a mysterious personal 
accomplishment: you shall hear of it before these 
chapters are ended. 

In truth, the stream small-month is ail aristocrat, 
and the method of his captive is on par with the 
beauties of the environment in which he is found. 
He is scarce 11 brook fish, ns is his only rival, 
the trout, but where such brooks converge and unite 
to form a streamlet of reasonable size, with rock- 
hound pools and bowldor-strv'u rapid waters, there 
you will find Mlcroptems doloinieu “inch for inch 
and pound for pound” as game as a fish as swims.
